Among the persons wounded yesterday 


. were a policeman and Detective Bell. 
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James Walsh, one of the injured, died 


‘ at 11 o’clock. Several others are in a 


eritical condition. 

The shooting was done by strikebreak- 
ers from car windows, in response to 
showers of paving stones and bricks 


hurled at them by the mob that chased 


the cars block after block, picking up 
their wounded as they ran. 
The deadly affray was the outcome of 


‘the first attempt of the United Rail- 


roads to run passenger cars out of their 
Turk and Fillmore streets barns. An 
Associated Press man, who rode on 
horseback behind a string ef cars, saw 
four men shoot from the glass car win- 
dows. 


First Shot From Car. 

The first shot was fired at the inter- 
wection of Turk and Buchanan streets 
by a guard from the rear platform ef 
the car that headed the string of sev- 
en. The bullet struck a young man 
standing on the curb and inflicted a 
flesh wound in his arm. 

The shot was not fired until most of 
the windows of the car had been 
amashed with stones, several of which 
struck and severely bruised some 
the guards on Lvard. The shooting 
this man aroused the mob to a pitch 
frenzy. Paving stones and ether ob- 
‘ structions were cast on the track, and 
that way the car was brought te a 

@ bleck further on. 

Hurling any missiles that came to 
hand, cursing and screaming for the 
ives ef the strikebreakers, hundreds of 
men and boys surrounded the car. In 
@ moment a fusillade of shots rang out, 
and the crowd fell back in fear. The 
obstructions were cleared away and the 


‘@ar followed a block behind the two 


others. 
Policeman Shot in Rack. 

At Turk and Hyde streets, three blocks 
east of Van Ness avenue, the guards 
again turned loose their weapons on 
the following crowds. In the fusilade a 


_ policeman was shot in the back, presum- 


ably by accident. 

None of the strikers or their sympa- 
thigers exhibited a pistel or used weap- 
ons other than stones and bricks. Along 
the line of skirmish, from Webster 
street as far as Franklin, garbage cans 
‘were taken from the curb and their con- 
tents thrown at the guards. 

The first two cars succeeded in getting 
as far as Market street, where officers 
from the Central Police Station, in 
Baddy street, arrested the guards and 
teok them to headiuarters, where they 
Were booked, under what charge the 
police refuse to say. 

Second and third relief squads from 
Centra] Station, under the com- 
mand of Capts. Scott and Duke, raced 


out Turk street in carriages and auto- 
mobiles.

Twenty-Nine Men Summoned 
to Appear Before Federal 
Grand Jury at Denver. 








GOVERNMENT SEES FRAUD 





Patents for 2000 Acres of Land 
Voluntarily Deeded Back 
by Syndicate. 





Twenty-nine St. Louisans have been 
summoned by subpoena before the Fed- 


eral Grand Jury at Denver, Colo., to tell 
what they know of a supposed scheme 
to combine a large number of coal land 
claims in Colorado and Wyoming under 
the control of some syndicate whose 
identity has not yet been publicly estab-~ 
lished. The Denver grand jury will met 
May 23. 

Associated Press dispatches from Den- 
ver say that through officials of the De- 
partment of Justice there certain per- 
sons in a State further east (presumably 
Missouri) have surrendered to Assistant 
United States attorney General Burch 
the patents for and deeded back to the 
Government voluntarily between 1000 
and 2000 acres of valuable coal lands in 
Colo., for which nearly 
$100,000 had been offered, the probable 
being two or three times that 
amount. This was done after careful 
consultation by these persons with emi- 
nent counsel. 

None of the names of those who turn- 
ed back the coal lanus has become pub- 
lic, but in both St. Louis and Denver 
the identity of many subpoenaed by the 
Denver grand jury have leaked out. 

Richest in Country. 

The coal lands in Routt County, which 
have been returned to the Government, 
are said by experts to be probably the 
ricuest in the United States. There are 
fields both of anthracite and bituminous 
coal greater than the Pennsylvania or 
the Illinois fields. 

The names of all the 
Summoned are not Known, 
them are Former Sheriff P. 
his former chief deputy 
Court, Edward LEisleben, a number of 
his former deputies and several em- 
ployes of the Rumsey Manufa®turing Cu. 

The subpoenas for St. Louisans, re- 
ceived by United States Marshal Morsey 
from United States District Attorney 
Ralph Hartzell of Denver, were nearly 
all served by Deputy Marshal Williams 
by Wednesday morning. 

Former Sheriff Clarke told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that blanks for coal 
lan. claims had been put-in his hands 
by Frank P, Fay, a promoter, whose 
Office is in the Victoria Building, and 
that he had asked his deputies to sign 
the claims out of friendship for Fay. Fay 
at urst denied that he had given Clarke 
any of the blanks, but later said he had 
given him 12 or 15. Fay has not yet 
been served with a subpoena to testify 
in Denver. 

‘Clarke denied any knowledge of fraud 
and voluntarily gave evidence of the 
part he took in the transaction. 

The lands in question are sold by the 
Government to individuals at about $17 
an acre. 

Frank P. Fay, alleged promoter of the 
land deals, said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Wednesday morning that he had 
not been served with a subpena but ex- 
pected he would be, and that until he 
had given whatever information he had 
to the Federal grand jury he would 
have nothing to say for publication with 
regard to any connection St. Louisans 
had with Government lands excepting 
that deals that were on foot were 
dropped a year ago, when Secretary 
of the Interior Hitchcock withdrew the 
land from the market.

PUBLIC UTILITIES BILL 
SIGNED BY GOVERNOR 


Cooper Act Becomes Law 90 
Days After Adjournment, 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, May 8.—Gov. 
Folk today signed the Cooper enabling 
or public utilities bill, which per- 
mits the municipalities of the State to 
regulate the charges of their public 

service corporations. 

The measure becomes a law 9% days 
after the adjournment of the Legisla- 
ture. It is the first bill signed by the 
Governor during the extra session. 

Principally because of the defeat of 
this bill in the House of Representa- 
tives in the closing hours of the regu- 
lar session, the Governor summoned 
the extraordinary session.’

He teld me he would 
never give up the fight for right as he 
sees it and will carry it to the extent 
of again being the standard bearer if 
necessary to win. 

“I was quoted in Eastern newspapers 
as saying the President told me that he 
would never invest a dollar in railway 
securities under present’ conditions. 
Then the President denied that he had 
told me such a thing. I Was promptly 
dubbed a member of the Ananias Club, 
but, fortunately, | had been misquoted 
and was quick to join with the Presi- 
dent and refute the fa'se interview. 
Thus the President and I were happily 
and joyously reunited in thought, after 
what looked like a Ifttle tiff between 
us. 

“All that I can say with reference to 
my conversation with the President on 
railway matters is that the President 
has only started the good werk of re- 
form.

Member of Cella Commission 
Co. Explains Workings 
of New Law. 





NEW SIGN DISPLAYED 





Name of 8. W. Adler of New 
Work Painted on Windows 
at Fourth ‘and Pine. 


Sign painters were busy at the offices 
of Cella, Adler & Tilles, at Fourth and 
Pine, streets, Wednesday. The® firm 
name was erased from one of the doors 
and two windows, and in its stead ap- 
peared the new legend: “S. W. Adler, 
New York. Stocks, grain, provisions.” 

Another door opening from the ecor- 
ridor into the main office of the Cella 
Commission Co., was blank. A window 
pane, which, until a few days ago bore 
the commission company’s name, was 
blank. 

Frank J. Miner, manager of the Cel- 
la Commission Co., said to a lost-Dis- 
patch reporter: 

“The new Missouri law governing 
trades in futures on stocks, grain, pro- 
visions and cotton will not affect us 
at all. We will continue in business 
right here. The changing of the signs 
has no significance. S. W. Adler has 
been in New York for some time. He is 
a member of the Stock Exchange and 
the Consolidated Exchange there. He 
has just decided to ,open an office here, 
that’s all. He is taking the room form- 
erly occupied by the firm of Cella, Ad- 
ler & Tilles. 

“That other door, the one that is 
blank? Well, one of the boys in the 
office broke it and we haven't had time 
to have the sign repainted. 


Not a Bucketshop., 

“The new law 1s aimed at what the 
Statute calls ‘bucket shops.’ We do not 
come under that head. We are doing 
as legitimate a business as other big 
brokerage concerns. 

The law says that a transaction is 
not legitimate unless the customer 
means to take the actual goods which 
he buys on contract and the brokerage 
firms mean to deliver. 

“Now _I do not see how they can tell 
What the intentions of a customer and 
a firm are when a trade is made. 
There is only one way to determine 
that. They must wait until the cus- 
tomer asks for a delivery and it is 
refused. That is the only kind of evi- 
dence which will convict under the new 
law. They can’t make a case like 
that against us because we are always 
ready to make deliveries when asked. 
_‘We_ have memberships in the New 
York Stock Exchange, the Consolidated 
Exchange and the Kansas City Na- 
tional Board of Trade. I am a member 
of the Merchants’ Exchange of St. 
Louis and I do a great deal of busi- 
ness there for mvself and for the 
Cella Commission Co. 

Will Stay in Business. 


“All of our grain trades for St. 
Louis delivery are placed on the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange. I am now negotiat- 
ing for a membership on the Chicago 
Board of ‘Trade. We will continue to 
do business as heretofore. We claim 
that it is a legitimate business And 
they cannot make a case against us 
unless they can show that we have re- 
fused to ma:.e an actual delivery en 
one of our contracts.

Now Does Tobacco. 


NEW YORK, May 8.—The efforts of 
Thomas I". Ryan and his associates to 
sell théir Intercontinental Rubber Co. ag 
well as their Congo concessions, recent- 
ly obtained from King Leopold of Bel- 
gium, have failed. The merger négotia- 
tion which began about a month ago 
has been broken off, although, it is said, 
Mr. Ryan has not given up his plan to 
control the rubber manufacturing inter- 
ests of the country, as he does the to- 
bacco manufacturing Interests. 

Several years ago Mr. Ryan and his 
friends invested $5,000,000 in Mexico for 
the cultivation of the snrub from which 
rubber is obtained. They planted an 
enormous area to this shrub and formed 
the Intercontinental Rubber Co. to mar- 
ket the crude rubber which they had 
been gathering. Mr. Ryan then threat- 
ened the United States Rubber Co. with 
competition and made an offer of cén- 
solidation. 

The United States Rubber Co. discoy- 
ered that it occupies a very strong po- 
sition in South America and has notified 
the Intercontinental Co. that it does not

The Republican game of delay is now 
on and Dennis F. Flynn, former dele- 
gate in Congress, is here for the pur- 
pose of engineering the campaign at 
ciose range. The Republican State 
Committee at its recent meeting took 
official action protesting against the 
admission of the State under the con- 
stitution as agreed upon by the con- 
vention. If the constitution is not ap- 
proved under the terms of the enabling 
act, the State cannot be admitted. 

Republican leaders say that they can 
be shown that the constitution is not 
typical of a Republican form of govern- 
ment, the Democrats will have proved 
themselves incompetent, statehood will 
be postponed and the people, becoming 
disgusted with the mess the Democrats 
have made of things, will elect a Re 
publican convention’ and turn the ad- 
ministration of affairs over to them.

treatise upon that disease.

It didn't 
amount to anything. 

“The petticoat which is being ex- 
hibited was one which I had on as an 


article of wearing apparel, and it wasn’t 


a clean one either, as I had worn it for 
It was torn from me. 

“All my meetings are public, but I 
feel that I have been wrongly treated 


in this case. 


“Dr. Vierling grabbed me, pinioning 


my arms to my sides, and forcibly threw 


me to the floor on my face. Then he sat 


on me in that position until some one 


went to Pendleton avenue for the man 
called McArthur. 
“I screamed for help and begged some 


one to take that man off and let me up, 
he was hurting me so badly. He crush- 
ed me so with “+nis arms that I thought 
my ribs must be broken.’’ 

Mrs. Graham peinted out on her paint- 
ed’ floor shoe marks, which she said 
were made by Dr. Vierling’s shoes 
when he grappled with her. 

“I am simply what I claim to be, an 
undeveloped materializing medium and 
I have possessed the power from birth 
to personate the. dead and to bring 
messages. 

“I do not charge admission to my 
I am a minister. No money 
is collected before the seance.

WORK DONE IN A HURRY 





Force of Men on Scene at 2:45 
A, M., and Task Is Soon 
Completed. 


The McKinley system, by a strategic 
move at 2:45 a. m. Wednesday, laid its 
tracks over the Terminal Railroad 
switches at Venice, Ill., and made con- 
nections between its main line and the 
branch that extends to the river at 
the Venice ferry. The work was done 
so quietly and with such dispatch that 
the Terminal Association officials knew 
nothing of it until after the connec- 
tions were made. 

The connection was made over ihe 
Terminal switch at State street and 
Broaaway in Venice. The McKinley 
system tried to lay the track Sunday, 
but the workmen were warned to stuy 
away, and threats were made to get 
out an injunction. The 150 feet of track 
needed to, form the connecting link be- 
tween the two ends of the McKinley 
system was laid in 2 minutes by a 
force of 45 men, working under the di- 
rection of Roadmaster McAleer. 

The work crew started from Ed- 
wardsville at 1:30 a. m. The run was 
quickly made to the scene of opera- 
tions. The men gathered their tools 
from two flat cars that formed part of 
the equipment ana went to work im- 
mediately. They were not molested. 


The laying of the track will give the 
McKinley system connections right up 
to the river front on the east side. 
Somewhere in this immediate neighbor- 
hood the east abutment of the bridge 
will be built. If the company desires 
to do so it can transport its cars 
across the river by ferry and bring 
them into St. Louis as soon as the 
tracks are laid on this side. ’

They 
then announced «that they would be 
ready for trial tomorrow morning. Hay- 
wood was remanded to the custody of 
‘the Sheriff and court was adjourned. 

Haywood, clean-shaven and alert, was 
brought into the courtroom by a jailer 
and took his place beside his counsel,

Orthodox Jews Tried to Buy 
Garment Which Is Usually 
Worn by Rabbi. 


Under guard at the Four Courts the 
police have a ceremonial scarf, such 





‘as are used in the religious services of 


the orthodox Jewish faith, while they 
investigate the manner of its coming 
into the ownership of Mrs. Sevilla C. 
Kendall, a negress of 510 South Fif- 
teenth street. Frank Sline of 1627 
Market street and five friends were at- 
tempting to take it from her when 
Detective Frank McKenna interfered, 
Tuesday afternoon. 

Sline and his friends told Detective 
McKenna that the scarf is part of the 
priestly vestments of a rabbi and could 
not have been purchased for any sum 
of money, except for that use. Their 
efforts to seize the scarf, Sline and his 
friends said, were made only after they 
had offered to buy the sacred vestment 
from Mrs. Kendall for $20. 

Mrs. Kendall says she bought the 
scarf from Mrs. Caledonia Webb, an- 
other negress, of 410 South Fifteenth 
street, and Detective McKenna set out 
to trawe it back to the original own- 


er. 

Detective McKenna’s intervention be- 
tween Mrs: Kendall and Sline and his 
companions was due to the scene which 
they were creating in front of Sline’s 
shoe store, 1627 Market street, at 4:20 
p. m. Tuesday. The men were tugging 
at the scarf, to which Mrs. Kendall was 
holding grimly. All were making a 
great outcry. 

McKenna took the scarf from Mrs. 
Kendall and escorted her to the Four 
Courts. He was instructed by Chief 
Smith to put the scarf unuer lock and 
key and begin an investiyxation. 

Mrs. Kendal]! said that several days 
ago she went into Sline’s store to buy 
a pair of shoes. He saw the scarf on 
her shoulders, she said, and asked to 
know where she got it. Mra. Kendal] 
says she refused Sline’s offers af money 
for the scarf, even when he tendered 
$20. His anxiety to get the scarf she 
said, convinced her that it was worth 
a@ great deal of money. 

Siine told Mrs. Kendall that her shoes 
would be ready Tuesday afternoon. She 
called at his shop and found him and 
five other Jews there. The offers to 
purchase the scarf were renewed. Mrs. 
Kendall declined them and was about 
to leave the shop when the men sur- 
rounded her and attempted to take the 
scarf by force. 

Sline and his friends admitted that 
after trying to buy -the scarf they de- 
termined to get possession of it any- 
how, declaring that its use by Mrs. hen- 
dall or any other person not author- 
ized to wear it was sacrilegious. 

The searf is of white silk, about a 
vyard long and six inches wide. Fringe 
at the ends is knotted in an odd way. 
and apparently in keeping with some 
ceremonial purpose. Sline told McKen- 
na that the scarf is known as ‘“‘Tzitz.”’

The Supreme Court will be asked to 
pass upon the liability of the United 
Railways Co. for death resulting from 
the operation of its lines by the St. 
Louis Transit Co., in a new case to be 


taken up by Harold Johnson, attorney 
for C. A. Miller and Mrs. Mary E. Mil- 
ler, who obtained a judgment against 
the Transit company in Judge Foster's 
court Wednesday for $5000 for the death 
of their son, Earl Rov Miller, killed by 
an Olive car at inineteenth street Aug. 
31, 1904. 

An issue raised in this case was not 
raised in the personal injury case in 
which the Supreme Court held that 
the United Railways Co. was not re- 
sponsible for injuries inflicted by the 
cars Operated by the Transit Co. 
That case was brought under the 
com™on law and the Supreme Court 
declared that under the common law 
the lessor is not responsible for the 
obligations of the lessee for injuries 
done. 

The present suit, for damages for 
death, is brought under a_= specific 
Statute, which uses the word “owner” 
and the Supreme Court will be asked 
to construe that word. It will also 
be called upon to decide whether the 
rights of a pedestrian are as great as 
those of a passenger. 

The question of the meaning of the 
word ‘“‘owner’’ was raised early in the 
case by a demurrer of the United Rail- 
ways Co. that it was not the owner in 
the sense of being in possession of the 
lines when the accident occurred, and 
therefore was not the owner within the 
meaning of the statute.

Reclaiming of Submerged Land 
Through 14-Foot Chan- 
nel Expected. 


That the Government expects in some 
measure to offset tne great cost of 
deepening the channel of the Mississippi 
through the development of water power 


and the reclaiming of submerged land, 
is revealed by six questions which the 
board of engineers has been asked to 
answer. The questions are: 

1. What depth of channel is it prac- 
ticable to produce between St. Louis 
and Catfro at low Water by means of 
regulation work? 

2. What depth will obtain in such reg- 
ulation channel at average stage of wa- 
ter for the year? 

3. For what average number of days 
annually will 14 feet of water obtain in 
regulation channel? 

4. What increase of depth will be ob- 
tained over the natura] flow of water in 
such regulation channel by an added 
voluine of 10,000 cubic feet per second: 
also 14,000 cubic feet per second? 

5. Consider the practicability of pro- 
ducing at all seasons of the year a 
depth of 14 feet in such regulated chas- 
nel by the aid of locks and dams simt- 
lar to those projected and in use on 
the Ohio River improvement. 

6. Report upon any water power which 
may be created in the portion herein di- 
rected to be surveyed, as well as in pro- 
posed waterway from St. Louis to Chi- 
cago, heretofore surveyed, and the value 
thereof, and what means should _ be 
taken in order that the Government may 
conserve the same or receive adequate 
compensation therefor, and upon what 
lands which may be drained by the con- 
struction of either of said proposed wa- 
terways, and what steps, if any, shall be 
taken to cause the cost of the im- 
provement to be defrayed, in whole or 
in part, by means of such water power 
or lands.

PARIS, May 8.—M. Kurino, the Jap-j; 
anese minister, in an interview today 
is quoted as making the important 
statement that the series of treaties
